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W aste and Its Effect O 


One of the most important problems confronting the people ia nearly 
all countrics is how to bring down the costs of production to figures more 
nearly approximating those which prevailed prior to the war. It is like- 
wise the most difficult problem to solve without creating conditions which 
would be even more disastrous than the present handicap imposcd upon 
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all productive enterprise. 

The war created conditions which resulted in a rapid and phenomenal 
tise in the cost of all raw materials and labor; in fact, of everything entering 
into the production of goods and articles of every description. The in- 
evitable rosult was an enormous increase in prices, and while war’s demands 
kept up production to top-notch capacity, with the ending of the war and 
the re-stocking of the world’s supply of necessities, there has come a falling 
of in demand and consequently in production because people cannot pay 
the prices which present costs of production make it imperative to charge. 
The result is unemployment, and the greater the number of unemployeds-the 
lower falls the purchasing power of the country. There must, therefore, 
be a decrease in the costs of production. before there can be any marked 
improvement in the volume of business and of employment. 

It isclear, therefore, that there must be a further readjustment. Prices 
of raw materials have fallen, but the cost of labor necessary to convert these 
iraterials for use continues so high, and the cost of transporting both raw 
materials and the finished products so excessive, that there is not the 
activity in evidence which the economic necds of the country and all people 
demand. And Jabor very naturally insists that it cannot work for a 
materially reduce wage until there is a reduction in costs of living. 

“vsent situation and reduce costs of production without being obliged to 
accept lower wages, and the action which labor should take in the interests 
fall will not operate to further decrease employment but, on the contrary, 
the effect must be to increase employment. ‘The action which labor should 
tle is to remove the many restrictions which are arbitrarily imposed by 
their union regulations and which operate to increase costs of production 
cur of all proportion to the actual work involved in production,

liber and money involved in the insistence by printers that type set up for 
Ge purpose, say an advertisement in a newspaper, must not be used for an- 
oclier purpose, as, for exiumple, in a piece of job printing, but that the same 
matter must be set up twice.

One of the most serious handicaps to business today is the excessive- 
ly high railway freight rates. These unduly high charges sire affecting 
every line of business and production, These high rates were’ partly 
brought about during the war by the high cost of raw materials, but these 
casts are now substantially lower, Wages, however, are still high. But 
He most serious item in costs of railway operation are the new regulations 
finposed by the railway unions which force the employinent of three, four 
atid five men to do a piece of work which one man, or a man and 
a helper, can alo just as well and even more expeditiously. The labor of the 
whers is pure waste, for which the public is compelled to pay, and which 
necessitates excessive freight and passenger rates in order to pay for this

to pay for this waste. Nobody escapes from paying for a share of this 
waste. .

and people the nearly one hundred 
million acres of fertile unoccupied 
arable land in the Prairie Provinces 
as well as the undeveloped jands of 
Eastern Canada and the Maritimes. 
But their zeal does not end with get- 
ting immigrant peoples settled on the 
land. It is the country’s aim to 
make each a successful agriculturalist 
both to his own profit and that of.the 
Dominion, to this end, maintaining.the 
supremacy of Canadian agriculture. 

One of the principal and most 6uc- 
cessful means in accompltshing this 
Canada has 
| established and developed “an excel- 
lent system of experimental farms 
which cover the country and ade- 
quately serve, with their branches, 
every settled portion of the country. 
The central experimental farm, which 
is headquarters for the Dominion, is 
located at Ottawa, whilst branches 
and auxiliary farms and stations are 
to be found in every province. There 
is one farm in each of the provinces 
of Prince Edward Island, New 
Brunswick and Ontario, two in Nova 
Scotia, four in Quebec, two in Mani- 
toba, three in Saskatchewan, two in 
Alberta, and four in British Columbia. 
There are also two sub-stations in 
Alberta, two in the Yukon, and one 
in British Columbia. An addition 
to the system is the tobacco stations 
at Farnham, Quebec, and Harrow, 
Ontario. 

At all these farins, experimentation 
and research are carried out on every 
phase of agriculture, and advice and 
assistance tendered on everyi aspect 
of farm life. Their operations have 
proved of immeasurable benefit in as- 
certaining the adaptability of certain 
sections to specific crops, originating 
plant life proving the crop values of 
lewly settled areas, and extending in- 
formation on every point in farm life. 
They are-at-the continuous service of 
the Canadian farmer whiosis ¢onfront- 
ed with some problem in his daily 
round or who is in doubt As*to how to 
proceed with some operation. 

The results of experimentation, the 
reports of researches ‘afd concrete 
information for the farmer, is dissem- 
inated by the Exhibits and Publicity 
Branch. = Exhibits are held all over 
Canada at provincial and local fairs, 
lectures are given on a wide variety 
of subjects, and an extensive distribu- 
tion of literature is made. 

The farmer in Canada is recognized 
as the most valuable asset the country 
possesses. He is at the basis of the 
nation’s wealth and progress; he is 
the hinge upon which swings national 
development. To make better farm- 
ers and promote agriculture generally 
is recognized as a prime factor in Do- 
minion expansion, and to effect this 
warrants the nation’s utmost endeav- 
ors. Canada has already surprised 
the world with both the quality and 
quantity of her agricultural products, 
and this in some little measure is due 
to the system of experimental farms 
at all times at the farmer’s service. 


_ Expect Big Apple Crop. 

Everything points to a record apple 
crop in British Columbia this year, 
and, if nothing happens to hamper 
growth, the prairic markets are as- 
sured of a good supply of high grade 
apples, according to J. A. Grant, Brit- 
ish Columbia Fruit:Commissioner for 
Alberta.

To Investigate Oil and Mineral Re- 
sources of MacKenzie River 
District. 

The Geological Survey has sent 
four ficld partics to investigate fur- 
ther the oil and other mineral re- 
sources of the MacKenzie River dis- 
trict. Special attention will be paid 
to the examination of the succession 
and fold structure of the Devonian

some Newspaper Figures 


Comparative Publishing Costs of a 
Newspaper Since 1907. 

An cditor who has a morbid taste 
for post-mortem cxaminations, has 
prepared a schedule of the compara- 
tive publishing costs of a newspaper 
since the year 1907. In submitting 
his figures, lie makes the trite remark 
that while during the war and after, 
men in Several lines of business spent 
much of their time holidaying in Flor- 
ida or California, or acquired a taste 
for high powered motor cars, and the 
wage earners blossomed forth in silk 
shirts, the average publisher cither 
went broke, or burnt the midnight oil 
trying to keep on the right side, In his 
figures he takes the year 1907 as nor- 
mal and put every item in that year 
on basis of 100. His schedule 
shows the great increases since then, 
and incidentally the editorial salar- 
ies have advanced less than any other 
branch of the cost. 

In 1907 wages were at 100; in 1914 
they had advanced to 178, but in 
1921 the figure is 393. Newsprint, 
from 100, jumped to 177 in 1914, and 
to 623 in 1921. Newspaper postage, 
which cost the normal of 100 in 1907, 
was 147 in 1914, and 337 in 1921. Ink 
was 100 in 1907, 200 in 1914, and to- 
day stands at 331, Editorial expense 
jumped from 100 in 1907 to 120 in 
1914 and 241 in 192L. Misceliancous 
expenses went from 100 in 1907 to 
125 in 1914, and to 244 §n 1921, Tak- 
ing the average of all newspaper 
costs, it was found that while the 
average in 1907 was 100, in 1914 it 
was 159, and in 1921 it reached the 
high mark of 411, 

From reading these figures it is} 
not surprising to read next that over, 
four thousand publications have gone | 
out of business in the United States} 
and a great) many in this country. |

H. M. Edwards, of McLeod, president of the pro- 
vincial council of women, who, in the preface to 
the first and second editions of her book on “The 
legal status of women of Alberta,” says that “the 
women of Alberta are more favored in regard to 
legal status than are those of any other .province 
in Canada.” Such tribute might justly be anplied 
to all classes in the province, for the legislative 
record of Alberta’s Liberal governments has been 
one cf constantly upward progress, many of the 
enactments placed on the statute books having 
been adopted by other progressive governments of 
Canada and elsewhere. 


FOR RURAL DISTRICTS 


Although the needs of urban commtn- 
ilies have been well looked after, the legislation 
enacted for the special benefit of the rural parts 
of the province is of striking importance. The 
appropriation this year for roads, bridges, and 
ferries is over two and one-quarter million dol- 
jars, making a total appropriation for that pur- 
pose in five years six and one-quartér million 
dollars. The province has heen ,covered by a 
network of telephone lines, so that now even 
the most remote districts are in almost instant 
touch with populated centres. When unfavorable 
scasons were experienced in certain portions of 
the province, the government did not hesitate, but 
paid out nearly one and one-quarter million dol- 
lars for seed grain, feed, and other relief. The 


“Cow. Bill” has been wonderfully successful in 
enabling farmers in the newer districts to secure 


cattle under government loans.. Farmers are pro-. -

IN INTERESTS OF WOMEN 


Alberta women are especially favored. 
Alberta was the first provinge in Canada t6 grant 
equal provincial and municipal suffrage. A.mother 
has equal righis with the father in their children. 
Married women have full control of their own 
property. Women have a special interest in the 
“xemption from Seizures Ordinance,” which 
protects the family home from selzure undcr ex- 
ecution. A widow’s interest in her husband's es- 
tate, despite provisions in a will to the contrary, is 
also protected. Other legislation has been enacted 
for women. What more could the government have 
done for them 


HELPING RURAL SCHOOLS 


The Alberta

ciency and encourage the permanency of rural 
school teachers, the governmeht pays one-third of 
the cost of building and furhishing the teachers’ 
home. Consolidated schcols, where they are de- 
sired, are aided by government grants. Where 
ecnsolidation is impossible or is not desired, 
three times the usual grant is made to two-room 
schcols, 
largely increased. The educational opportunity of 
the child in the country is now more nearly equal 
to that of the child in the town or city, by reason 
of special legislation providing for high schcol 
education in the rural districts. The government 
believes in providing adequate educational facili- 
ties for even the most remote districts, so that the 
children of settlcrs miles: from a railroad or set- 
tloments may have a fair start in life.
